to France. 

This carpenter's duties were in the 
shipyard proper and he had no busi- 
ness on the ship. About 4 o'clock yes- 
terday. afternoon he was stopped as he 
was walking out on the pier and asked 
where he was going.

Bomb in His Pocket.

shop, with most expensive materials 
available. One end of the cylinder was 
‘t closed th sealing wax. The interior 
was fill with steel filings, guncotton, 
chiorate and sulphate of potash. There 
was a time-lock arrangement for setting 
it off by electricity, and it was in this 
arrangement that the platinum was 
used. The upper end was closed with 


charcoal. The Navy Yard officials did 


not say just how much e the ex- 
plosion: of the machine would have done, 
but they did say that the combination 
in it formed a most powerful charge. 
In the meanwhile the prisoner was 
being questioned at the office ef the 
United States District Attorney. Born 
in Lithuania, he said he had come te 
this country in 1913. The records of thé 
shipyard showed that he had been work- 
ing there for three months, the authori- 
ties not having hesitated to give bim 
the neceasary pass.

WASHINGTON ACCEPTS IT 


Although Pershing Has Not 
Cabled News — Called in- 
evitable Incident of War. 


BERLIN, Nov. 3, (via London.) —The 
capture of North American soldiers 
by a German reconnoitring party is an- 
nounced by the War Office. 

The capture was made at the Rhine- 
Marne Canal, it is stated. 

The bulletin reads: 


At the Rhine-Marne Canal, as the 
result of a reconnoitring thrust, North 
American soldiers were brought in as 
prisoners. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 3.— Berlin's terse 
announcement today that North er- 
ican" soldiers had been by 
German patrols on the Rhine Marne 
Canal en the French, front brought the 
Ameriean people a Step nearer to the 
heart of the great struggle.

Patrelling a Vital Part of War. 


Night patrolling is a vitally important 
part of the final training of the Amer- 
ican forces, as it is upon these patrols 
that the commanding officers rely for 
information of activity in the enemy's 
front une. 

Every night the scouts creep out with 
fdces blackened against the keen vision 
of enemy lookouts and a swift, deadly 
spurt from a machine gun.

DESTROYERS TURN TABLES 


Arthur Pollen Sees Significance In 
Their Victory After Recent 
North ‘Sea Defeat. 


LONDON, Nov. 2 rhe Admiralty an- 
nounced today that certain British 
forces had been engaged in the Catte- 
gat, an arm of the North Sea between 
that ten armed 


auxiliary cruiser equipped with 6-inch 
guns, were destroyed, and that prisoners 


were being brought in. The Admiralty 
statement reads: 


Further reports from our forces op- 
erating in the Cattegat have been re- 
ceived. We destroyed a German aux- 
iNary cruiser armed with 6-inch guns, 
and we also destroyed ten armed pa- 
trol craft. Sixty-four prisoners have 
been rescued by our forces. No Brit- 
ish losses have been reported.

Thirty men on the German av 
cruiser Marie, of Flensburg, were xilled 
in an engagement with Briti:a destroy- 
ers, according to an Exchange Tel- 
egraph dispatch from Copenhagen. It 
is understood that the Marie was ac- 
companying a number of patrol boats, 
including the Crocodile, which sank af- 
ter an explosion. 

According to the Copenhagen corre- 
spondent of the Central News, the Ger- 
man vessels were displaying no flag. 
When the British signaled them to show 
their colors the German cruiser opened 


German commerce raider named Croco- 
dile and five-urmed trawlers have been 
sunk by British destroyers in the Catte- 
gat watérs. The sinkings were report- 
ed by men on two Danish steamships. 
They say they ‘sighted the Germah ves- 
sels in flames, and later saw them sink. 

The two Danish steamers that wit- 
nessed the engagement arrived tonight 
with twenty-one.gurvivors of the crew 
of the Crocodile. The fate ofd@the re- 
mainder of the Crocodile’s cre d of 
the crews of the trawlers is not known. 

One of the Danish sailors gave this 
account: On Thursday night at 10 
o'clock torpedo boats of undetermined 
nationality were passed by the steamer 
on which the narrator was a seaman. At 
8 o' clock this morning cannonading was 
heard. hortly afterward British de- 
stroyers steamed by, bound westward. A 
little ine following British destroyers 
were sighted firing westward at five 
German armed trawlers, which were 
burning fiercely. There were no signs 
of life on board. All of them sank in 
sight of the Danes. Fifteen minutes 
later they passed the Crocodile, which 
was likewise aflame and soon sank. / 

The steamer cruised about and found 
a single survivor clinging to a plank and 
a blood-stained empty yawl from the 
Crocodile. The survivor was too ex- 
hausted to give a coherent account ot 
the battle, but said that the yawl had 
contained twenty men, most of them 
wounded, who had been picked up by 
another Daniah ship. 

The Crocodile, which was a new ves- 
sel, of nearly 1,000 tons, with a crew of 
100 men, had been disguised as a neutral 
merchantman and carried a deck load of 
casks. She was probably engaged in an 
attempt to slip through the British cor- 
don and gain the open sea. 

The second Danish steamer arrived 
soon after the first with the twenty 
survivors from the yawl.

Four Gothic tapestries, the most 2 
id in the country, according to Director 
Edwerd Robinson, have been loaned to 
the Metropolitan Museum, and are now 
to be seen in two of the rooms formerly 
occupied by the Morgan collection, Wing 
H of the Museum. The tapestries are 
from the Washington home of Edson 
Bradley, which has been turned over to 
the Red Cross, and Mr. Bradley in the 
‘meantime has sent the tapestries to the 
Museum to give the workers more free-

Most important of the tapestries, all 
of which date from the fifteenth century, 
is a large one hanging on the east wall 
ot Gallery 14, representing the siege of 
‘Troy. The scenes are from a mediaeval 
version given in the Roman de Trolle 
ot Benoit de Sainte More, 1184. Three 
scenes are given, separated by an archi- 
tectural framewdrk. Opposite, in the 
same gallery, is a delightful allegorical 
Burgundian tapestry showing a princely 
court with the Prince of Malice en- 
throned among his courtier Vices.

A retreat to the Meuse would W 
such a general hauling in as ‘would 
make a considerable salient in the 
Whole German line from the sea to 
Switzerland, and the effect. would be 

0 injurious immediately and so full 
ef dismal promise in the future that it. 
is better to be cautious in our expec- 
tations. But it must be borne in mind 
that the Germans are not retreating 
because they want to, but because 
they. have to. That is sufficiently 
proved by the fact that in ten days 
the French have captured 1, 142 guns 
of all kinds—422 cannon and 720 ma- 
chine guns. The retreat was forced 
by the blows which General PETAIN 
has been delivering, and the blows 
were delivered for the purpose of 
forcing the retreat. We need not, 
therefore, base our calculations wholly 
en what the Germans would naturally 
do if they had their choice, but must 
take inte consideration the compelling 
of painful necessity. 
Ik Germany is really beginning a re- 
treat so humiliating in itself and so 
fraught with future dangers, it is no 
wonder that she is throwing all mer 
available strength into Italy.

of an obsession on the part of its maker. These three 
books bear evidence not only to this new outcropping of 
interest in the man whom all lovers of liberty and of great- 
ness in human character revere, but to the deepening of 
that perennial interest which, as the years go by, is bound 
to become ever more and more profound among Amer- 
icans. 

It is surprising that at so late a day it should be possi- 
ble to get together a collection of new Lincoln letters. But 
Mr. Tracy's book contains more than three hundred pieces. 
of which many have not been published before in any 
form, while nearly all are new to book publication. When 
Nicolay and Hay brought out their two-volume collection of 
Lincoln's speeches and letters they believed it was com- 
plete. But when Miss Tarbell published her life of Lin- 
coln six years later she had nearly two hundred pages of 
new letters and other pieces. So when the Gettysburg 
edition of Lincoln's complete works was brought out in 
1906 its editor felt sure it was definitive. But this collec- 
tion of letters, filling 350 pages, makes known some new 
and notable pages from Lincoln's pen. . 

Mr. Tracy was a clerk in the War Department during 
the later years of the civil war, and was so deeply im- 
pressed by the character of the martyred President that 
when he left the capital to become a farmer in Connecticut 
he turned his attention and all his spare moments to the 


Work of gathering up the material contained in this vol- 


ume. Many of the pleces are of little moment, except that, 
as Miss Tarbell says in her preface, “ Nothing that he 
wrote is without importance. However slight, it may 
serve as a link; whatever it is, it adds something to our 


knowledge of his way of thinking, of his dealing with men, 


of the kind of activities which engaged him.” That truth 
does, indeed, give value to the many pages of brief notes, 
of which a large number are here published for the first 
time. For every one of them had its necessity and its 
purpose and gives its evidence to his activities, burdens, 
character. They cover a space of more than a quarter of 
a century and show a wide variety of interests, although 
the major part of them is concerned with either his legal 
profession, his share in public affairs, or, after he entered 
the White House, his public duties. 

At the end of à letter in 1842 to Samuel D. Marshall, 
concerned with cases at law, he says: “ Nothing new 
here, except my marrying, which to me is a matter of 
profound wonder.” In 1800 he writes to thank James 
Grant Wilson for a volume of “ your friend Fitz Greene 
Halleck’s poems,” and goes on: “ Many a month has 
passed since I have met with anything more admirable 
than his beautiful lines on Burns. With Alnwick Castle, 
Marco Bozarris, and Red Jacket I am also much pleased. 
It is wonderful that you should have seen and known a 
gister of Robert Burns. You must tell me something about 
her when we meet again.” _ This letter was dated May 2, 
only a few days before the meeting of the convention | 
which nominated him for the Presidency. 

Among the brief notes written from the White House | 
and dealing with the greatest variety of matter there 10 
one to Bayard Taylor, dated Dec. 25, 1863, asking him if 
he cannot get up a good lecture or two on “ Serfs, Serf- 
dom, and Emancipation in Russia,” which “ would be in- 
teresting and valuable.” Another thanks a woman of 84 
years who has herself knitted 300 pairs of stockings for 
the soldiers. And this undated note to Secretary Welles 


is characteristic of the man: “ The United States don’t 
need the services of boys who disobey their parents. Let 
both Snyder and Ratcliffe be discharged.” 

There is a series of letters, many of them of consider- 
able length; to Lyman Trumbull, of first-class importance, 
which have hitherto had only magazine publication, and 
there is another very interesting series to Gustave Koerner, 
who was Lieutenant Governor of Illinois in the middle 
fifties and Minister to Spain from 1862 to 1865, most of

which appear to be brought into print for the first time. 
Some of them refer to legal matters and others to political 
developments and activities, while several consider means 
of influencing the German vote of Illinois. 
A long letter to Alexander H. Stephens, dated Jan. 19, 


1860, which apparently has heretofore had only pamphlet 


publication, is of the greatest interest. It contains a 
succinct discussion of the questions of nullification and 
secession, wherein Lincoln stands firmly on the principle 
that “ only unanimous consent of all the States can dis- 
solve this Union.” He tells Stephens, “ We will not secede 
and you shall not.” In it occurs this curious sentence, 


after an exposition of the Constitution and of the rights . 


it establishes in the nation and reserves to the States: 
“AN of the States’ rights which they wished to retain 
are now and forever retained in the Union, including 
slavery.” 

The vigorous letter to General Schurz, of date Nov. 10, 
1862, discussing the reasons for the loss of the elections 
and replying to some of Schurz’s criticism, shows Lin- 


‘| coln’s keenness of mind and his frankness and honesty 


with his friends. It has had publication In the Speeches, 
Correspondence, and Political Papers of Carl Schurz,” but 
Lincoln’s analysis of the reasons for the election losses is 
worth quoting: “ Three main causes tell the whole story. 
1. The Democrats were left in a majority by our friends 
going to the war. 3. The Democrats observed this and de- 


termined to reinstate themselves In power. 3. Our news- 
papers, by vilifying and disparaging the Administration, 


furnished them all the weapons to do it with.“ 
In the seventeen years which have elapsed since the 


publication of Miss Tarbell’s full length and-detailed picture 
of Lincoln the man, much new historical and biographical 
matter has been publisned which adds to our knowledge 
of him. So this new edition of her two-volume work has 
been brought out to enable her to incorporate a new chap- 
ter, In which she surveys the important Lincoln develop- 


ments of this decade and a half. In the new light Which 


they throw upon Lincoln she seeks to discover if his 
features are changed in any way and how he stands forth 
now in his relations to the present time and how to the 
Republic which he saved for all time. The twenty-page 
new preface which she writes for this edition is notable 
for its very able summing up of the influence which these 
recent publications exert upon our conception of Lincoln 
and for its firm envisaging of Lincoln in the — of this 
new knowledge. 

She considers briefly such works. as the diary of Gideon 
Welles, which she pronounces “ probably the greatest per- 
sonal historical narrative yet produced in this country ”; 
the reminiscences of Carl Schurz, Thayer's life of John 
Hay, and several others. Typical of her treatment of the 
important developments in this stream of new material is 
her study of Welles’s conception of Seward’s influence over 
Lincoln. She says, in part: 


Mr. Seward knew Lincoln as his master, but he took 
good care nobody but Lincoln should know that he 80 
recognized him. His colleagues, Congress, the country 
grew in the conviction that Lincoln was being bullied 
and deceived. Lincoln's own influence in many quar- 
ters was lessened as this conviction grew. Behind this 
apparent weakness was in reality strength. It was 
one of his ways of working out his chief value to the 
country, and that value was his clear sense from the 
start that it was our democratic scheme that was at 
stake and that if it was to be saved every man that 
could aid must be helped to give all that was in him. 
„ * What this meant for him in practice was a 
shrewd calculation of how much he must put up with, 
how far he could safely go in allowing himself to be 
misjudged as in Seward's case, insulted as by Me- 
Clellan, abused as by Greeley, sneered at as by the 
military authorities. 


In one outstanding sentence Miss Tarbell gives the 
measure of Lincoln’s worth: “ He is today our national 


touchstone as well as the source to which liberal states- 


men of all lands look for the most perfect understanding 
and expression of the spirit and aims of democracy.” 
Notwithstanding all the multitude of books about Lin- 
coln, Mr. Rothschild succeded in producing a unique 
method of treatment of his life and character. This 


present volume, Honest Abe,” is a successor to his 


former book, “ Lincoln, Master of Men.” In that he set 
forth Lincoln’s force and skill in dealing with others and 
with events as shown in his later career. In this new 
beok he takes up what he considers to be the fundamental 
trait in Lincoln’s character, the one that dominated him 


in all his dealings, and was the governing force in the de- 
“velopment of his character, namely, his integrity. Mr. 


Rothschild studies his youth, his early career, and his 


“manhood down to the date of his election to Congress in 


the light of this characteristic. It is an interesting method, 
and, resulting in a sort of massing of events in a way 


to make them yield their full power of illumination, its 


effect is to cause certain outlines of Lincoln’s character 
to stand out with peculiar impressiveness. But the author 
does not confine himself to this one trait. Making use of 
materials already well known, he analyzes, pictures, dis- 
cusses Lincoln's life and character in all thelr phases and 
in relaticn to important events. With care, perfect 


“honesty, and a marked faculty for graphic and vital 


presentation, he has succeeded in adding to the literature 
about Lincoln a study of his character that is well worth 
‘reading. Of his political sagacity Mr. Rothschild says: 


Lincoln was what is commonly termed a “ prac- 
tical” politician. He knew the ins and outs of vote- 
getting as only a seasoned campaigner can know 
them. * * * His grasp of political probabilities 
amounted almost to genius. How this or that district 
would go under given circumstances was repeatedly 
forecast by him on the eve of an election with unerring 
precision. And when the returns came in he 
fested equal skill among the figures.

A HIAT any novel by so exceedingly no- 
table a writer as the elder Dumas 
should have remained untranslated 

for so many years is by itself a fact quite 
sufficiently: remarkable. Yet it becomes 
doubly so when the very romantic circum- 


_ stances under which it was written are taken 


into consideration. After Nelson had won 
the Battle of the Nile he returned to Naples, 
arriving there in September, 1798. Ferdinand 
IV., King of the Two Sicilles; his wife, Maria 
Carolina of Austria, sister of Marie Antoi- 
nette; Sir Willlam and Lady Hamilton, the 
Neapolitan Admiral, and a brilliant suite of’. 
courtiers and Jadies of honor come out in the 
royal galley to meet Nelson and escort him in 
triumph to the city. Three months later, on 
a dark night and in the midst of a terrible 
storm, King Ferdinand, his family, and cer- 
tain of his courtiers fled secretiy from. 
Naples to Palermo on board of Nelson's ship, 
the Vanguard. Later, upon his return to 
Naples, King Ferdinand, ordered every scrap 
of writing, every preclamation and decree 
and manifesto issued during those three 
months, burned by the common hangman. 
This was done; but one set of papers was 
reserved for the King's own private archives. 

And when Dumas was installed by Garil- 
baldi, to whom: he had given considerable 
aid, in the Chiatome Palace in Naples, these 
papers were put at his disposal. And thus 
the time came for which he had longed when 
he wrote, some ten years earlier: Perhaps 
some day my filial vengeance will evoke 
these two blood-stained spectres and force 
them to pose in naked hideousness before 
posterity; perhaps some day the assassin of 
Caracciolo and the mistress of Acton will ac- 
count to me for the father’s love that they 
matched from me when I was scarcely old 
enough to know what it was to have a 
father.“ The blood-stained spectres were 
those of King Ferdinand and Queen Maria 
Carolina; and this novel is the book of 
Dumas’ vengeance. 

Interesting, fascinating even as it is, it 
will hardly rank with its great author's best 
productions, with Les Trois Mousquetaires ” 
er La Reine Margot.“ Nevertheless, it Is 
dramatic picture of an exceedingly color - 
ful and turbulent time, drawn boldly and 
brilliantly. The room .where the shutters 
were never opened, in which the terrible 
Queen met her chief of secret police and the 
three inquisitors, where letters of utmost im- 
portance were forged, murders planned and 
a certain blood-stained epistie deciphered, is 
as grucsome a chamber as one could wish to 
enter. Quite as gruesome is the room behind 
the iron grille, where in defiance of the law 
the Marquis Vanni, one of the dread three, 
endeavored to put Nicolino Caracciolo to the 
torture, hoping thus to extort from him a 
confession regarding the great conspiracy 
whose threads led even to Rome. 

While there is no one dominating charac- 
ter in the book, perhaps the role of hero may 
justly be assigned to the French General, the 
Republican Championnet, a brave, intelligent 


-and-chivalrous person. When the Austrian 


General Mack drew up a manifesto declar- 
ing that if the French General defended his 
position at Civita Castellana,” he—Mack— 
would execute the 300 sick men whom Cham- 
pionnet, “‘ relying on the honor and humanity 
of the enemy, had left in the hospital at 
Rome, Championnet replied with this order: 
** Every soldier who permits himself ill-treat- 
ment of any kind of a disarmed prisoner will, 
be severely punished." The difference be- 
tween these two nations was evidently of the 
game sort in 1798 as it is in 1917. And the 
account of the rising of the Neapolitan mob 
and the massacre of Captain Treneau and 
his followers is blood-curdling even in these 
Gays when we have become more or less 
inured to horrors. 

Many historical personages move across the 
stage of the narrative, and the Neapolitan 
Claudius, King Ferdinand, is particularly 
well drawn. The famous Lady Hamilton, 
whom Nelson loved so devotedly, plays an 
important part in thé plot, and is depicted as 
a most fascinating person. Of the portrait of 
the great English naval hero there is not 
much to be said, save that it is perhaps rather 
less of a caricature than might reasonably 
have been expected. Very real and very 
hideous are those two terrible men, Fra 
Pacifico and the bandit Fra Diavolo, while 
the varied if extremely uncomplimentary 
sketch of the mob has the vividness and 
color Dumas so well knew how to give to his 
delineations of a turbulent throng. The 
Queen, Maria Carolina, unscrupulous, ruth- 
less and ambitious, is a lady whose society is 
quite enthralling in print, though few of us 
would care to meet her in real life. 

Although the ‘book inevitably suffers 
through its transference from French into 
English, the translator, Mr. R. 8. Garnett, 
has done his work well, preserving so far as 
might be the etyle and flavor of the original. 
Those English readers to whom French is an 
unknown tongue assuredly owe him a good 
deal of gratitude,

LTHOUGH for the ae interest in

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A MODERN LIBRARY 


“HERE has always been room for 
ey — inexpensive reprints of the 
so-called classics of literature. 
Buch publications as the Bohn Library and, 
later, within 
the reach of practically every reader of 
books the great works of the past that are 
recognized as standards either of thought | 
or literary excellence. Publications of 
this character serve the purpose not only 
of providing good, books in convenient | 
form and at a modest price; they are also 
a means of bringing together in one view 
just those books that have proved them- 
selves to be worth while, of real perma- 
nent influence in the various branches of 
learning to which they belong. Thus, even 
a catalogue of one of these “ libraries ” has 
its educational value besides furnishing a 
guide to good reading. But, as a rule, 
libraries of réprints have cfnfined them- 
selves almost exclusively to the literature

of the past, they have rarely looked to 
current books for titles to add to their 
list. This has necessarily limited their 
field and, at the same time, kept out of 
the reach of readers with slender purses 
contemporary works of genuine and last- 
ing importance. Perhaps it has seemed a 
more difficult undertaking to choose the 
titles eligible for a library of modern clas- 
sics. In such a task, lacking the perspec- 
tive of time as a guide, there are bound to 
be obstacles which would not occur in se- 
lecting the classics of antiquity. For one 
thing, the copyright law might forbid the 
inclusion of some of the most suitable 
titles for the kind of library we are con- 
sidering—a practical question that has 
doubtless kept publishers heretofore from 
entering this otherwise alluring field. But 
apparently these obstacles prove to be 
more formidable in theory than they are 
in fact, since there has recently been 
launched—and this with every evidence of 
success—the first thirty volumes of a 
“Modern Library that gives promise of 
playing a very serviceable and much- 
needed part in bringing to the reach of a 
large reading public some of the best books 
in our current literature.

OLLOWING the example of Every- 
man’s, and other similar series of 


“nnblications, The Modern Library, as the 


publishers, Boni & Liveright, call it, is 
issued in volumes of uniform size and price 
(60 cents.) Each volume is printed in 
clear type, on excellent paper, bound in 
limp croft leather, and in shape and size 
that should delight the traveler. Some time 
ago we had occasion to review at length 
one of the ‘earlier publications in this 
Library, an anthology of “ Best- Russian 
Short Stories.” There have now been 
added a number of volumes that seem par- 
ticularly appropriate to a series of this

a collection of SWINBURNF’S poems, 8 
from the three series of his “ Poems and 
Ballads,” Songs Before Sunrise,” “ Ata- 
lanta in Calydon,” &c., that is, so far as 
we know, the only cheap one-volume edi- 
tion of anything like an adequate presenta- 
tion of this poet’s work published.

WELLs, and “ A Hazard of New Fortunes,” 
by W. D. Howes. I. it is the aim of 
the editors of the Library to publish the 
typical as well as the best work of modern 
writers, these selections are in every way 
admirable. In “Ann Veronica,” for in- 
stance, the famous “ Woman's Movement 
novel of eight years ago, the reader has Mr. 
WIS. with all his faults as a propagan- 


dist, at his best, perhaps, as a delineator - 


of essentially twentieth century character 
and conditions. Not many will remember, 


‘possibly, the Mary, Mary that was pub- 


lished six years ago in The Irish Review. 
STEPHENS, one of the editors of that Ul- 
fated periodical, was known as a writer 
of fugitive poems and studies. This | 
“ simplest of stories,” as Mr. Cotu™ calls 
“ Mary, Mary” in his introduction to the | 
present edition, showed its author to be 
one of the leaders in the so-called literary 
renaissance of Ireland, and its inclusion in 
The Modern Library, as a typical example 
of that movement,“ is well worth having. 
“ A Hazard of New Fortunes,” also, is a 
novel that presents Mr. Howie, if not 
at his best, certainly in g work that is in 
every way characteristic of his alms and 
methods as a chronicler of contemporary 
American life. As Mr. Harvey says in his 
introduction to the present edition of the 
volume: “We have the humor, the

N the preface to his Japan Day by

Mat some salient unity may disengage itself 
from among the crowd of details; and what 
he sees may thus form itself into a whole. 
The example of divergence in method is of 
course not really valid, but it serves to sug- 
gest the respective weakness, from the stand- 
point cf the average reader, of the narrative 
and the mere record of travel. As Stevenson 
pointed out, the process of incubation or 
allowing the memory to choose out what is 
truly memorable may be unreasonably pro- 
longed, so that a great part of a journey 
may, like a bad daguerreotype, be entirely 
lost. On the other hand, in the presenta- 
tion of a great wealth of msterial with little 
effort to classify it and weave it into a 
connected narrative made pertinent by for- 
mal reflection and deduction, the reader 
often fails to receive a memorable —— 
impression, 


As the title selected by Dr. Morse ia alata ; 


he has published, with comparatively slight 
change in form, the notes from a daily journal 
kept during three visits to Japan. With the 
multitude of thumb-nail sketches which form 
an integral part of the record, the genera! 
effect is that of a casual fllustrated lecture 
undeniably vivid in spots, but often discon- 
certingly abrupt in its transitions from sub- 
ject to subject, and not infrequently naive in 
its generalizations. There is, however, a 
great deal of interesting material relating to 
the older civilization of Japan and the dual 
life in the earlier years of the Meiji era. In 
1877, the year of Dr. Morse's Erst visit—the 
year, by the way, of the Sathuma samurai 
rebellion~the modern spirit developed with 
the fall of the Shogunate in 1867 and the final 
abolition of feudalism in 1871 had not perme- 
ated the entire country, although the adop- 
tion and assimilation of the attribute and 
paraphernalia of Occidental civilization was 
sufficiently remarkable in the larger cities, 
like academic Tokio and commercial Osaka, 
to cause one to envy those who only a few 
years before had seen the people when all the 
Samurai wore the two swords, when every 
man wore the queue and every married wo- 
man blackened the teeth. 
Dr. Morse had many unusual opportunities 


. wr studying both the old and the new. As 


Professor of Zoology at the Imperial Uni- 
versity, Tokio, with the distinction of being 
the first to lecture in Japan on Darwinism or 
* evokition, and with the prestige derived from 
his discovery of the prehistoric shell heaps 
at Omori, he was brought into close contact 
With many of the prominent figures in the 
intellectual activity of the nation. And when 
wniversity duties did not require his presence 
in Tokio, he was generally away in the coun- 
try, at small towns or fishing villages, often 
fn remote regions, on scientific or pottery 
hunting expeditions, or collecting data for 
hie book, Japanese Homes and Their Sur- 
roundings.”’ A visit to the Hiroshima region 
on the Inland Sea was especially delightful 
fer the glimpse it afforded of old Japan. In 
the village of Iwakuna, for instance, not a 
_ foreign notion or scrap was to be seen, and 
had the swords been worn Japan as it was 
fn feudal times would have been exactly re- 
produced. “It was all there except the 
swords—manners, customs, courtesies, and 
all—and it was idyliic."’ 

The author is never tired of mentally com- 
paring the two civilizations in the light of 
the innate courtesy of the Japanese and the 
hoodlumism which was very generally re- 
garded as the greatest menace to our country 
forty years ago. When we remember the 
apparent justification at that time for a feel- 
fag of hostility toward all foreigners in 
Japan, it does seem remarkable that he has 
nothing more unpleasant to record than one 
sullen look from an old peasant woman and 
one jostling on the street from a man who 
had had more sake than was good for him. As 
an instance of courtesy of the highest type, 
the following is well worth citing. One day, 
Dr. Morse and the Governor of Yatsushiro 
stopped at an Onomura fisherman's hut, a 
rather poverty stricken place, and humbly 
asked for rice, whereupon the fisherman and 
his wife politely, and without a sign of being 
flustered, set about the task of getting them 
to eat.

It is interesting to note the change * the 


point of view of the diarist with the widening 
of his knowledge of the Japanese. He is not 
sure whether our social ways, for instance, 
are really far better than theirs, even for the 
girls, and he concludes with the sentiment 
that as the Japanese are a much older civil- 
ized race it may be possible that their way 
of doing some things is really the better way. 
But thé chief interest of the volumes lies in 
the sketches and notes which, to quote from 
the preface, would be similar to records made 
a thousand years ago. Beautifully bound, 
they are volumes to keep on one’s library 
table, to read in at odd moments, and; finally, 


to lay away in one’s bookcase with the com- 


fortable feeling that their value will be en- 
hanced with the passage of time.

HE appositeness of this peok’s reappear- 
ance is attributable to te discriminat- 
ing judgment with which Mr. Scholefield 
handles the practical aspects of the co-opera- 
tive or socialistic principle indigenous to 
New Zealand. He has sought to emphasize 
the fact that every incident and every aspect 
of the legislation that has gained for the 
Dominion the titlé ef the world’s laboratory 
of economic experiments was, by intention 
and design, part and parce) of a great scheme 
of social reform. Although many of the laws 
now in force had, at the time of their in- 
ception, no apparent bearing on the original 
scheme, all were in their essence expressions 
of the humanitarian principles upon which 


the polity of this new country is firmly based 
and have become so closely interwoven in a 
fabric of expedients that they cannot now be 


abandoned without a severe setback to so- 


cial conditions. A case in point is the present 


Fiscal tariff which almost touches McKinley- 


iam. Originally merely a circumstance in the 
general scheme, it has become necessary to 
the maintenance of the system of industrial 
arbitration. 

It is said of New Zealanders that they do 
not know that their social experiments and 
fiscal protection are continuously enhancing 
the cost of living. In point of fact, Mr. 
Schoiefield tells us, they do know it; but 
they are fully prepared to make sacrifices 
for a high standard of living and for the 
ideal of being the most self-contained country 
in the world. All classes in New Zealand are 
firm believers In the industrial arbitration 
law. In operation among a people who have 
passed through the selection of a most careful 
and rigid immigration policy, t has human- 
ized industry to an unprecedented extent 
without apparently undermining the effi- 
ciency of the worker—has abolished sweating 
and the evils of child and female labor, stop- 
ped under-cutting, produced healthy competi- 
tion, and practically eliminated the strike 
and the lockout from the consideration of 
business men. All classes, from their own 
points of view, are in favor of protection, 
feeling that t exists only for the sake of 
giving employment and is as essential a 
part of the national policy as arbitration and 
a closer settlement of the land. Even the 
farmers of this agricultural country have, 
year by year, inclined more frankly toward 
the protectionist view. Though reiterating, 
as a plank of their platform, their belief that 
customs taxation should be for revenue pur- 
poses only, they have actuatty affirmed the 
principle of protection on farm products as 
against countries which adopt the same pol- 
icy.” Quite unconsciously, indeed, tariff pro- 
tection has become the vital force in New 
Zealand's experimental legislation, which ap- 
pears to constitute an advanced form of 80 
cialism.

HYLLIS BOTTOME’S new novel offers an 

. admirable example of the combination

in spite of its baldnesses and improbebilities 
of incident, the.course of the story remains 
Yet the plot itself is conventional to the 
point of obviousness. Sir Julian Verny, an 
explorer, courageous, stubborn, of a strong, 
admirable, but as yet uncon- 
quered, self-will, & engaged to Marian Young, 
beautiful, exquisite, charming, with a delicate 
aloofness which seems to be all that is lovely 
until sharp testing shows it to be mere selfish 
detachment from the generous things of lte.

Given these characters, and the outbreak 
of » war, it is entirely plain to the reader 
t ir Julian is going to be badly wounded;

The reader's enjoy- 
ment of the story can be in no wise lessened 
by this résumé of the superficial elements of 
the plot, for no reader could avoid guessing 
them. But—and this is the point which must 
be emphasized—the reader's enjoyment of 
“The Second Fiddle” is really going to be 
marked. The incident is interesting enough:

Well, it is going after its 106,000,000 
pounds of flesh, and it will get it, just as 
surely as it got its billion and a half of 
doliars. 

It will take longer, certainly. The 
process will not be as simple, surely. The 
results will not be so dramatically tabu- 
lated, undoubtedly. Criers will not way- 


lay you on the street corners; the news- 


papers will not give so much space to the 
campaign. Your mail will not groan 
under the weight of the appeals. 

But you are going to give up your 
pounds of flesh. It will be possible, 
though difficult, for you to evade this 
gigantic cannibalism, this piecemeal ex- 
tortion, this indeterminate inroad on em- 
bonpoint, but—mark well what it means 
for you to evade. You will be a slacker, 
a shirker, a fat and sugar profiteer, ergo 
a pro-German; in fine, a traitor! 
: Most wonderful of all it is not going to 

hurt unduly to slice off these ten million 
pounds of flesh, and, after they are gone, 
every one is going to feel better—very 
much better! 

Already we feel the first fine inroads 
of the campaign. Like a good General, 
like a masterly strategist, the Govern- 
ment has opened the attack on the most 
vulnerable item of our diet—sugar. And 
like a superb tactician it has already 
‘sunk its skirmish line well within the 
enemy lines before we are aware that the 
offensive war is on. 

Beware! This is but the beginning of 
the inexorable end! After sugars come 
the fats; after fats come the starches, 
and after the starches, we are right down 
to skin and bone. Long before that time 
the war will, perhaps, be over. 

For the moment, for this present week, 
let us consider the case of sugar. It is a 
sweet case and a heavy one. It bears 
complexities and a toothsome lure that 
penetrates our luxurious desires, and 
battens on our characteristic weakness, 
and offers subtle spread for a revolution- 
ary diet. 

Here are some facts gleaned from the 
insurance actuaries, from authorities on 
diet, from the Life Extension Institute, 
from the United States Department of 
Agriculture. They point a malign way 
to a beneficent goal. 

The average consumption of sugar, as 


nearly as can be estimated, for each per- 


son in the City of New York at the pres- 
‘ent time is about two pounds a week. One 
pound a week each is amply sufficient 
for nine-tenths of the people, and they 
could get along with half a pound a week 
each and not suffer.

It is just as easy as 
to measure how many dollars a week one 
can save for the Liberty Loan. 

For instance, the Life Extension In- 
stitute says that a man or woman who is 
carrying on his or her body an over- 
weight of ten pounds is carrying the 
equivalent in fuel value of fifteen pounds 
of sugar. As all adult persons between 
the ages mentioned are, in the average,

main, undisputed, that sugar is more 
easily converted into energy and into 
flesh than any other food. From half to 
two-thirds of every pound of sugar taken 
into the body is converted into bodily tis - 
sue, and this tissue remains, in the great 
majority of individuals, in the form of 
excess weight. Not in the case of man- 
ual laborers, for they seldom have excess 
weight, and that is why the sugar mat- 
ter affects New Yorkers especially. Day 
laborers are at a minimum here. Of the 
million men and women in this city be- 
tween the ages of 35 and 55, less than one 
in ten is a manual laborer. The seden- 
tary workers are the very ones who car 
least afford—from a dietetic standpoint, 
if one is considering the problem of ex- 
cess weight—to indulge in sugar, and 
they are the ones who do most eo in- 
dulge. 


The object herein is to point out to 
each individual just how far and how 
much he is cheating the Government at 
the present moment. The potential dodg- 
ers of the income tax are comparatively 
few. The potential dodgers of the sugar 
levy—for thet ts whet emeunts to 
its final lysis—number the entire 
adult population. 

“ Adult?” Yes, because it is generally 
agreed, from Mr. Hoover to the casual 


that practically one million New Yorkers 
today are bearing about uselessly and 
carelessly and slovenly the equivalent of 
fifteen million pounds of sugar! 

We hear a good deal about food specu- 
lators and food profiteers, about evaders 
of the Liberty Loan, and about coal rob- 
bers. But what about the sugar hoard- 
ers? What about those who pass among 
us each day with the equivalent of fif- 


teen pounds of sugar stored in their ca- 


pacious persons? Often more! What of 
the woman forty pounds overweight who 
is secreting, unpatriotically, sixty pounds 
of sugar? 

So that we may all of us know exactly 


where we stand in this matter, so that 


no one may have the slightest excuse for 
evading longer the consequences of his 
self-indulging acts, the accompanying 
table will quickly reveal what each and 
all may da to assist, for be it known that 
.abstention from sugar is the easiest and 
quickest way in the majority of cases to 
reduce excess flesh. 

Whatever any one weighs in excess of 
the average listed in the table for height 
and age, should come off. The quickest, 
easiest, and most patriotic way to get it 
off is to cut out the sugar—at least re- 
duce the ration.

In granulated sugar, one pound, 1,800. 

In sweet chocolate, one pound, 2,770. 

In butter, one pound, 3,500. 

In other words, one pound of sweet 
chocolate is all that any one needs to eat 
for an average day's supply of food fuel, 
and a pound of candy is all of two-thirds 
that any one needs for the entire day’s 
supply, not of sugar alone, but of all 
food. 7 — 

The ordinary lump of loaf sugar con- 
tains 100 calories, or one -twenty- fifth 
of the day’s supply. A man who has 
four lumps of sugar in his coffee (such 
men, it is believed, are multitudinous) is 
taking thus one-sixth of his day's necessi- 
ties in that form. 

Now that we are en the subject of 
overweight, let there be offered an in- 
ducement for reduction beyond the mere- 
ly patriotic, just as the Government add- 
ed a 4 per cent. interest to its Liberty 
bonds to add an edge to thrift. Let us 
consider what the reduction of over- 
weight (most easily secured by absten- 
tion from sugar) means in increasing the 
length of life. 

The following figures from the experi- 
ence of forty-three American life insur, 
ance companies tell the story of over- 
weight. So as not to confuse the issue 
with bewildering statistics there is shown 
here only the table covering those from 


45 to 49 years of age, the period in which 


mortality is at its average lowest.

In other words, if you possess the aver- 
age overweight of ten pounds, and should 
see fit, in the interests of the needs of 
the Government, to reduce that amount 
by cutting your allowance of sugar one 
pound a week for the next fifteen weeks, 
or, we will say, to take half the amount 
of sugar to which you have heen accus- 
tomed, (provided you do not increase 
your diet elsewhere disproportionately,) 
you will not only take off ten pounds, but 
you wil desrense your chances of dying 
just 4 per cent. 

Curies chat 4 per cent. The Uni- 
ted States offers you 4 per cent. on your 
money if you wish to lend it, and a 4 per 
cent. increase in your life if you wish to 
reduce your flesh. 

To be sure, there are other ways of 
‘reducing than by cutting down on sugar. 
That is merely the easiest way, in most 
cases. And it happens just now to be 


most advantageous to Uncle Sam. 


At present no actual Governmental 
threat is offered—merely a gentle hint.- 
But needs are imperative; the future ex- 
acting. If conditions are not met volun- 
tarily, ways will have to be found to 
meet them arbitrarily. Uncle Sam has 
found a way to your pocketbook. He is 


searching, slowly, patiently, persistently 


inexorably, for ‘that waist- 
band. 


He intends to tighten it!

EFORE you can get a commission 
B in the United States Army you 
must undergo a physical exam- 
ination. When the telegram from 
a high army officer reaches you in New 
York ordering you to appear in person, 
and you hurry to Washington to report 
to the precise section of the exact divis- 
ion of the War Department therein spec- 
ified, you do not give much serious 
thought to the physical examination. 

You are in a high state of pleasurable 
excitement. You thrust the telegram be- 
fore your friends; as modestly as you 
can you wave aside their congratulations 
and flattering references to your capa- 
bilities. 

“The army chiefs had their eves upon 
you, you see,” say these kind people. 
“Your country calls you. We are proud 
of you. Suppose we'll have to salute you 
now, eh?” 

In the back of your head, as you speed 
to the capital, you do have a few qualms 
about this physical examination. In your 
pocket is a small bottle of soda mint 
tablets; in the bathroom at home a black 
liquid that the doctor has told your wife 
to tell you take exactly fifteen minutes 
after eating anything.

Von Hertling is the enemy of this fac- 
tion. Last Spring he declared himself 
for peace without indemnities or annexa- 
tiors, but at almost the same time said 
that the war should be more vigorously 
prosecuted. In other words, he is for a 
quick and decisive war. The Italian drive 
has doubtless pleased him. 

It is believed among prominent Ger- 


man-Americans in New York that von 


Hertlirg is to be the “ peace Chancellor ”; 
that he will solidify the elemente within 
the empire, restrain the Junkers from 
their demands, and keep down the rising 
tide of radical thought. 

His attitude on foreign affairs has 
been clearly defined through his po-ition 
as Chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the Bundesrat, which he 


has held for eleven years. The German 


Canstitution provides that Bavaria, not 
Prussia, shall have the Chairmanship of 
this committee, and the Prime Minister 
of Bavaria is always the Chairman.

stated that his committee, after meefing 
in secret conference and exhaustively 
considering all the foreign affairs of the 
empire, had unanimously approved_and

The total registered male vote is 491,246, 
which, on the same basis, would give 1,637 
precincts, or a total of 2,585. But the 
board, by careful calculation, feels cer- 
tain that it will be able to reduce this 


‘number by approximately 2,330, or about 


830 precincts on account of the woman 
vote and 1,500 on account of . the male 
vote. It is estimated that the total elec- 


tion expense due to the woman’s vote 


alone will aggregate $791,929.” 

This is an average expense of $2.44 for 
each of the 283,932 women who voted. In 
the first year women voted election ex- 
penses increased $737,651.97. 

“The influence of the woman’s vote 
may be clearly traced,” continues the re- 
port. “In 1913 there was one primary 
and one election, in neither of which did 
the women participate, and the total cost 
was $418,643.87. In 1914 there oc- 
curred a city primary, a city election, a 
Fall primary, and a Fall election, in all 
of which the woman voters participated, 
the cost leaping to $1,156,295.84. 

“In 1915, with one city primary and 
one city election and one county election, 
the expenditure reached $828,065, or an 
increase of upward of a half million dol- 
lars. It is of course true that the woman 
vote is not entirely responsible for this 
great increase, but undoubtedly for * con- 


siderable percentage of it.

It is estimated that the election of 
1916 cost Chicago $2,500,000. 

From the foregoing figures a careful 
calculation shows that the increase of 
election expenses, due to women’s votes, 
will be about $2,867,000 for New York, 
if the voters of the State indorse the 
“cause” next Tuesday. In other words, 
the taxpayers of this State would be sub-

pense equal to about three times the 
amount of.money spent on the spectacular 
suffrage campaign, and an amount suf- 
munition for our troops.

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Hungry ViennaAlways Talking of Food 


By Robert C. Boesel. 

T was the morning after a meeting of 
certain antiquated Vienna profes- 
sors, who are hardly expected to 

know that the war is on. One, who had 


not had the fortune to be present, asked 


his colleague what had been discussed by 
the Anthropological Society at a meeting 
the night before. 

“We began with mutton and wound 


up with coffee,” answered the other, very 


seriously. 


His perfectly good joke did not create . 


much merriment because food is the one 
subject of conversation in Vienna today. 
Except for those who take their meals 
in restaurants, the chase for food is the 
primary occupation of every person in 
Vienna. Some parents with only one 
child can’t afford to let that child go to 
school. He or she is needed for stand- 
ing in line at all hours of the day—first 
for milk, after that for bread, then for 
coffee and sugar, and, finally, for cig- 
arettes or smoking tobacco, which may 
serve the father to get his mind off the 
child’s failing health. 

A practical business man will interrupt 
an important sales conference to take a 


tip over the telephone on how he can get 


half a kilogram of butter. As soon as his 
partner gets wind of the new prospect 
he'll offer to exchange twenty-five cigars 
that he was able to get through a friend 
in the tobacco regie,“ for half of the 
half-kilo. The prices of food articles are 
immaterial. The only way one can get 
things to eat is by exchange. I have seen 
some peculiar combinations, such as con- 


densed milk for sole leather and a piece 


of paprika bacon for lump sugar. 
Shortly before leaving Vienna I was 


introduced to a wonderful new delicacy. 


The place where it was displayed was at 


u little family tea party, and yet it was 


not something to eat or drink. The rame 
of the delicacy is dog soap, but its use 
is not for washing dogs. It is for wash- 
ing lace handkerchiefs and silk blouses. 


Soap has been classified as a novelty 
in Vienna almost as long as white bread. 
Laundries stopped using it many months 
ago with resultant wear and tear on 
linens’ So the housewife had to help 


herself out of a bad situation by her own | 


wits. First, she made her own laundry 
soap in the kitchen from waste table fats. 
But soon there was no fat to eat—much 
less to waste. Contrary to some reports 
that have reached the United States, they 
have not yet begun to eat dogs in Vienna, 
but they do use the dog fat when it is to 
be had. My hostess had a veterinarian 
friend who, at her suggestion, saved the 
fat from dogs that could not withstand 
his operations, and she utilized it in the 


manufacture of a soap which, if it had 


no other merit, was at least a pure fat 


product. It was a smooth greenish white | 


substance that did the work without leav- 
ing a trace of the dog at the bottom of it. 

I was told by another lady that she 
had been saving bones of all kinds from 
her table for several weeks with a sim- 
ilar end in view. Her little boy had 


brought home from school an approved 


formula for the manufacture of soap 


from that particular species of garbage, 


and I have no doubt that his mother is 
as happy over her bone soap as the other 
housekeeper with her dog brand. 
These two homely illustrations indi- 
‘cate what can be done in an emergency, 


was at the same time reassuring to us 
and a matter for serious reflection: 

“They have scarcely anything left to 
eat, but they seem to be making the best 
of it.” 

In-other words, they are living on sub 
stitutes and, so long as they are willing 
to make the necessary sacrifices in their 

mode of living, it is vain for 
the United States to hope to bring the 
Austrians to submission except by the 
force of arms. I am not_familiar with 
conditions in Germany from personal ex- 
perience, but, while the general shortage 
is no doubt considerably greater, it must 
not be forgotten that the German people 
can endure more privations than the 
Aastrians. 

I have lived in Austria in times of 
peace, and was there throughout the war, 
up to the departure of the “last train 
for America” on April 14 last. I have 
seen how well the Austrians were ac- 
customed- to live before they made the 
fatal error of 1914, and for that reason 
I was all the more interested to-see how 
they accommodated themselves to the 
constantly growing list of retrench- 
ments. 

Who has not heard of the nene 
Vienna bread, the so-called Kaiser- 
semmel”? It is to ordinary bread what 
maple sugar is to beet sugar. Before the 
war it was eaten by the humble as well as 
rich in the entire Dual Monarchy with 
every meal, and there were at least five 
meals a day. But it has not been seen on a 
Viennese table since the Ist of January, 
1915. The people have not only been 
compelled to accept something inferior 
but have actually been eating what is 
probably the worst bread that was ever 
consumed anywhere-~a hard, black, dry 
substance, made from every imaginable 
grain except wheat, and actually tasting 
like compressed sawdust. 

After our declaration of war on Ger- 
many a Viennese patriot said to me: “I 
wonder how long the American people 
would be willing to conduct war after 


their ice cream had been taken away from 
them.” His query must be answered by 
each one of us individually. 

The first thing that impresses an 


‘American just returning to the United 


States after a long sojourn abroad is 


how much better we live than other peo 


ples. Nowhere else in the world does 
one eat so well, dress so well, or amuse 
one’s self so extravagantly as in America. 
The Germans, aside from their inbred 
subordination to central control, are a 
plain-living race, and it has been com- 
paratively easy for them to live on re- 
duced rations of inferior food. Our 
French allies have scarcely begun to feel 
the pinch, but they have proved their 
ability and willingness to retrench in a 
great many ways. We must make up 
our minds individually to do for the gen- 


eral cause whatever may be required of 


us. The sooner we begin to economize, 
the longer we shall enjoy the comforts 
that we have today. . 


Voluntary economy now will make 


the so-called food problem look about as 
formidable as the German invasion of 
Texas. Mr. Hoover cannot be made re- 
sponsible for every pound of food value. 
If you waste a pound, it is lost. If you 
are afraid that economizing involves too 
much hardship, think of dog soap.

When he took cnarge of the ” depart- 
ment, there was a Chinese Wall, de- 
veloped under the Tammany régimes, 
between the Commissioner and his men. 
In the desire to keep the politicat ma- 
chine and local district organization as 
factors in the lives of the firemen, a 
rule had been put in force by the old 
Political bosses that made it practically 
impossible for a fireman even to know 
the Commissioner or to approach him.

One of the first Hee of Mr. Adam- 
don was to remove this barrier. He 
issued an order that any fireman, no 
matter what his rank, was free to com- 
municate with the Commissioner and 
even to call on him and to lay before 
him, either in writing or verbally at 
any time, any grievance. He went even 
further, and awarded a medal each 
‘year to that member of the department 
‘making the best suggestion for improv- 
fing the service. 


The result was that letters poured in 
from the men, and what was especially 
ratifying was the character of the sug- 
Westions. They showed that the men 
Had the interests of the department at 
heart, appreciated the honor and dig- 
nity of their work, and were loyal to 
the city. Some of the suggestions were 


immediately put * force, others were 
tried out. Naturally an entente cordiaie, 
which probably had as much as any- 
thing else to do with the reduced fire 
loss and the money saving of the city, 
was established between the Commis- 
sioner and the rank and file. 

Then came another change. Up to 
Adamson’s time the men found guilty 
of violating the laws and rules of the 
department were fined. As almost 4,000 
of the mén received salaries of less than 
$1,500, taking the money away from 
them hit the men less than it did their 
families.

cash fine. Where discipline had to be 
enforced, be withheld from the men 
their days off, with the result that 
there was increased efficiency and less 
infractions of the rules. 

When he took office, the Commis-, 
sioner discovered that while there were 
schools of instruction for officers, there 
were no schools. of instruction for the 
ordinary firemen. On questioning the 
men about this, he found that many of 
them, in order to improve their condi- 
tion and to prepare for civil service ex-

that there are about 200 promotions a 
year made in the department, and sev- 
eral hundred appointments of new men. 

Commissioner Adamson brought about 
two increases of pay for firemen, as 
well as for engineers of steamers, pilots, 
and others. This fact is pertinent, in 
view of the record of the department 
for the sixteen years previous to the 
Mitchel administration. The budget 
during those years had ‘been ‘increased 
at an average rate of $313,000 ‘a year, 
whereas in his three years of .admin- 
istration Mr. Adamson has presented 
two reduced budgets to the city. Had 
the Tammany ratio of increased budgets 
been kept up, the cost of the Fire De- 
partment to the city today would be 
$1,250,000 more than it is under the 
Adamson administration. In other 
words, despite the fact that the Commis- 
sioner has increased the pay of the 
men twice, despité the fact that he has 
put in many improvements, the cost to 
the city is $1,250,000 less per annum than 
it would have been under the old Tam- 
many methods.
